The Wilbur Fawns Sr. family of Williamsville and
Sherman was inducted into the Route 66 Association of
lllinois Hall of Fame on June 8. Several members of the
Fawns family attended the ceremony at Lincoln College
in Lincoln and received two plaques — one for Wilbur
Fawns Sr. and one for family members.

The Village of Williamsville requires that a building
permit be completed for all commercial and residential
construction, carports, garages and outbuildings,
fences, pools, signs or towers. This includes new
homes and buildings, sheds, decks (both attached and
freestanding), and driveways. Any remodeling that
significantly changes a house will also require a building
permit. A permit is required for a new driveway,
enlarging an existing driveway or converting a gravel
driveway to cement. Repair of existing structures,
including driveways and sidewalks, will not require a
permit.

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Water/Sewer News

Village Board Approves Sewer Increase

On Monday, June 24, the Village Board approved a 10% sewer increase for the Village which will
take effect in 30 days. This is the first sewer increase that the Village has had in several years, but
was necessary to keep up with rising costs of maintaining our sanitary sewer system.

The increase will show up on your August bill. A minimum usage bill in Williamsville for 1000
gallons of water or less will go from $20.82 to $21.74, including both water and sewer.

The ordinance that was passed also included an increase for residential or commercial building
sewer permits. Fees went from $400 to $500 for a 4 inch sewer tap. Copies of the ordinance may
be viewed or obtained at the Village Office and will also be posted on the Village website.

Payments

We are always striving to make paying your water/sewer bills as simple as possible. We currently
offer the following options for your payments:

e (Customers may pay their water/sewer bill at the Village Hall during office hours or use the drop
box outside the door which is available 24 hours a day. You may also mail your bill, but please
allow mailing time.

e The Williamsville State Bank and Trust (both Williamsville and Sherman branches) will accept
payments (with your bill stub) through the 20t of the month.

e Customers may sign up for direct debit and their checking account will be debited on the 20t of the
month for the billed amount. This guarantees no late fees or postage charges!

e Using the e-Pay option on the Village website, customers may use a MasterCard, Discover or
American Express debit or credit card to pay their bill. Credit card companies charge a convenience
fee for using this service. Neither the Village nor the State Treasurer’s Office receives any revenue
from the fee.

When making payments on-line through your bank, please allow for mailing time. We do not
receive electronic payments, so your bank will actually print and mail us a check. This may mean
that your payment will arrive late if it's not scheduled well in advance. Payments received after
the 20t of the month will be charged a 10% late fee.

Chief’s Note:

Summer is here which brings several things to watch.
Kids are out of school so watch for children riding their
bikes, chasing balls into the street or just enjoying the
summer and not paying attention to their surroundings.
Grilling and burning also require caution. Don't leave a
grill or an outdoor fire unattended. Summer is also a
time for thunderstorms and lightning. If you see lightning
go inside. Most lightning injuries and deaths occur
outside or under a tree.

Safety Tip: Fireworks Safety

According to the Consumer Product Safety
Commission, in 2012 four people were killed by
either professional-grade or homemade firework
devices and an estimated 9,600 consumers were
injured. More than half of firework injuries were the
result of unexpected ignition of the device or consumers
not using fireworks as intended. Fireworks injuries most
often resulted in burns to the hands and head, including
the eyes, face, and ears. According to the special study,
sparklers, firecrackers, and aerial devices were
associated with the most incidents.

Consumers who decide to purchase legal fireworks are
urged to take these safety steps:

- Make sure fireworks are legal in your area before
buying or using them.

- Never allow young children to play with or ignite
fireworks. Parents may not realize that young children
suffer injuries from sparklers. Sparklers burn at
temperatures of about 2,000 degrees-hot enough to melt
some metals.

- Always have an adult closely supervise fireworks
activities if older children are allowed to handle devices.

- Avoid buying fireworks that are packaged in brown
paper because this is often a sign that the fireworks were
made for professional displays and that they could pose
a danger to consumers.

- Never place any part of your body directly over a
fireworks device when lighting the fuse. Back up to a
safe distance immediately after lighting fireworks.

- Keep a bucket of water or a garden hose handy in case
of fire or other mishap.

- Never try to relight or handle malfunctioning fireworks.
Soak them with water and throw them away.

- Never point or throw fireworks at another person.
- Light fireworks one at a time, then move back quickly.

- Never carry fireworks in a pocket or shoot them off in
metal or glass containers.

- Atfter fireworks complete their burning, douse the spent
device with plenty of water from a bucket or hose before
discarding it to prevent a trash fire.
